evening. The observations were that COLE had placed various 
letters on top of the mail boxes and photographed them prior to 
depositing them into the boxes. COLE then voluntarily provided the 
following information: 


COLE was educated as a dentist and served in the UNITED 
STATES AIR FORCE in that capacity. He subsequently obtained a 
doctorate in Political Science and has recently been employed as a 
adjunct professor at RUTGERS UNIVERSITY, Newark, New Jersey 
specializing in the areas of science and public policy and 
bioterrorism. He has followed closely the "Anthrax" investigation 
and is planning to write a book on the subject. He is aware that 
the above noted mail boxes were used to mail certain contaminated 
items on October 9, 2001. 


As part of his work on the Anthrax matter, COLE wishes to 
obtain envelopes postmarked October 9, 2002, mailed at the 10 
Nassau Street boxes. Accordingly, on the evening of 
October 8, 2002, he mailed three envelopes, one to himself and two 
to friends who had agreed to return the items to him. He admitted 
that he had photographed the items prior to mailing them. He also 
stated that he has never before mailed anything from these mail 


boxes.
